GRADUATE   BRANCH   REGULATIONS: 

1.  Courses  in  the  Graduate  Branch  at  Union  University  are  open  only  to  bona  fide 
graduate  students  who  have  applied  and  have  been  accepted  into  the  Graduate 
School  of  Memphis  State  College. 

Students  may  register  for  six  (6)  semester  hours  per  semester  of  graduate  credit 
in  the  Graduate  Branch,  provided  they  are  not  registered  for  courses  on  the 
home  campus,  in  extension  courses,  and /or  courses  in  other  graduate  schools. 

}.  Twelve  (12)  semester  hours  of  residence  credit  in  the  program  required  for  the 
Master  of  Arts  Degree  from  Memphis  State  College  may  be  completed  in  the 
Graduate  Branch  at  Union  University.

PROCEDURES   FOR   REGISTRATION 

1.  Admission  credentials  must  be  on  file  in  the  Memphis  State  College  Graduate 
Office,  or  must  be  available  on  Registration  Day,  before  registration  materials 
will  be  issued. 

2.  After  securing  registration  materials,  the  student  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
instructor  of  the  class  in  which  he  wishes  to  enroll. 

3.  After  securing  approval  from  the  instructors,  the  registration  material  must  be 
turned  in  to  the  Director  of  the  Graduate  School  and  fees  must  be  paid.  Regis- 
tration is  not  complete  until  all  fees  are  paid. 

4.  After  a  graduate  student  has  completed  his  registration,  it  cannot  be  changed 
without  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Graduate  School.  Failure  to  give 
WRITTEN  notice  of  withdrawal  will  result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  in  each  course 
for  which  the  student  was  registered.
